One of his collecting 
techniques which suggested new possibilities to local 
entomologists, was use of a pressure can of pyrethrum spray 
to dislodge weevils, which drop onto a white sheet laid 
below the resting site. Geoff Monteith has further adapted 
this by fastening the can to a broomstick. Geoff took Willy 
-to the Bunya Mountains and Lamington, and Robin Yule and 
Rose Wiley took him to Imbil and Cooloola. 


Geoff and Sybil Monteith are spending three weeks on 
Lord Howe Island in November combining vacation and collecting, 
after which Geoff will visit Norfolk Island on the Museum's 
behalf. 


Queensland Institute of Medical Research 


Bob Domrow and Ian Fanning participated in the Morobe 
Province phase of Operation DRAKE, a commemorative 
circumnavigation of the globe by the brigantine Eye of the Wind, 
crewed largely by relays of youngsters. Base camp was at 
Buso (south of Lae), with visits to Kui and Lasanga Islands 
Declaration of a state of emergency limited collecting of 
birds, but good mites were taken from rats, bats and reptiles.

After 
some collecting in New Caledonia he joined the "Enchantress", 
captained by Richard Kelton, to do an entomological cruise 
of part of the South Pacific. They visited Isle des Pins 
and Lifu in the Loyalty Islands and then onto the New Hebrides 
where they collected from Tanna, Erromanga, Efate, Tongariki, 
Emae, Epi, Malekula, Ambrym, Pentecost, Espritu, Santo, 
Maewo, Vanualava and Futuna. Wayne believes that this is the 
first time the latter three islands have been surveyed for 
their insects. He was accompanied by Alan Samuelson and 
Gordon Nishida from the Bishop Museun. 
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Phil Spradbery reports that the Screw worm Fly Unit has 
received extra funding from Australian Meat Research 
Committee and Australian Department of Health for the mass 
rearing and pilot studies of the sterile insect release 
method (SIRM). The unit has recently received a Gammacell 
1000 irradiator from the Canadian Atomic Energy Committee. 
This equipment will use Caesium 147 for sterilising the 
flies. In the meantime, population studies using P32 
labelled flies is continuing in Safia (Musa Valley) and has 
been extended to Wau. Phil is grateful to the livestock 
owners in that area and also for the hospitality of the 
Wau Ecology Institute.

What _ is the role of insects in dieback in your State? 


Recently, a committee was convened in New South Wales 
to examine the problem of dieback in tree populations in 
the New England Tablelands. Subsequently, it produced a 
report that indicated the role of insects in the dieback 
problem, and presented measures to rehabilitate dieback areas. 
One of these approaches called for tree injection to reduce 
the numbers of defoliating insects. 


An attempt is now being made to gather information from 
other States in Australia on the phenomenon of dieback, 
whether or not there is an apparent problem.
